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REPORT. 
Hon. M. A. Otero, Governor of New Mevxico : 


Str: In accordance with your request I kave the honor to 
submit report ofthe operations of the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion of New Mexico for the period commencing December Ist, 
1900, and ending November 30th, 1902.° 

During the session of the 34th Legislative Assembly, the 
following citizens of New Mexico were appointed by you and 
contirmed by the Legislative Council to be members of the 
Bureau of Immigration. These appointees qualified ac- 
cording to law. Their names are: ‘Granville Pendleton, 
first district; Alfred Grunsfeld, second district; A. G. 
Hood, third district; William B. Bunker, fourth district; and 
Jose E. Torres, fifth ‘district. The board as above constituted 
held its first meeting, according to law, in the City of Santa 
Fe on the 8th day of April, 1901, and organized as follows: 

William B. Bunker, East Las Vegas, fourth district, Presi- 
dent. 

Granville Pendleton, Aztec, first district, Vice-President. 

Alfred Grunsfeld, Albuquerque, second district, Treasurer. 

Max-Frost, of Santa Fe, was re-elected Secretary of the 
Bureau. 

A. G Hood, member of the Bureau from the third district, 
having resigned, J. W. Bible, of Pinos Altos, Grant county, was 
appointed by you on October 30th, 1901, to fill the vacancy 
caused by Mr. Hood’s resignation. Mr. Bible qualified im- 
mediately after his appointment and has served as a member 
of the Bureau since his qualification. The membership of 
the Bureau at the time of this report is therefore as follows: 

William B. Bunker, fourth district; President; Granville 
Pendleton, first district, Vice President; Alfred Grunsfeld, 
second district, Treasurer; Jose E. Torres, fifth district; 
Joseph W. Bible, third district; and Max Frost of Santa Fe, 
Secretary. 

The operations of the Bureau dente the past two years 


~ 
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have been extensive and the amount of labor performed has 
been much greater than during the years 1899 and 1900. The 
correspondence of the Bureau has greatly increased and the 
applications for literature published by the Bureau giving 
information concerning the conditions, resources and climate 
of New Mexico, have also been constantly on the increase. 

During the years for which this report is made, the follow- _ 
ing bulletins and pamphlets have been published by the 
Bureau: 

The county of Bernalillo, 5,000 copies, illustrated; the 
county of Chaves, 10,000 copies, illustrated; the county of 
Colfax, 10,000 copies, 5,000 not illustrated and the second 
edition of 5,000, illustrated, revised and enlarged; the county 
of Dona Ana, 5,000 copies, illustrated; the county of Eddy, 
5,000 copies, illustrated; the county of Grant, 5,000 copies, 
illustrated; the county of Guadalupe, 5,000 copies, illus- 
trated; the county of Lincoln, 5,000 copies, illustrated; the 
county of Luna, 5,000 copies, illustrated; the county of 
McKinley, 5,000 copies, not illustrated; the county of Mora, 
5,000 copies, illustrated; the county of Otero, 5,000 copies, 
illustrated; the county of Rio Arriba, 5,000 copies, not illus- 
trated; the county of San Juan, 5,000 copies, not illustrated; 
and 10,000, illustrated; the county of San Miguel, 10,000 
copies, illustrated; the county of Santa Fe, 5,000 coptes, not 
illustrated, and 8,000 copies, illustrated; the county of Sierra, 
5,000 copies, illustrated; the county of Socorro, 5,000 copies, 
illustrated; the county of Taos, 5,000 copies, not illustrated; 
the county of Union, 5,000 copies, illustrated; the county of 
Valencia, 5,000 copies, illustrated, making a total of 138,000 
copies. Itis found that the greatest demand is for bul- 
letins upon the following counties: 

San Juan, Santa Fe, Chaves, Colfax, Socorro, Luna, Otero, 
Guadalupe and Lincoln. Of these Bureau Publications, the 
editions on Bernalillo, Chaves, Doña Ana, Eddy, Luna and 
Socorro are nearly exhausted and reprints of the revised 
and enlarged editions of these publications are necessary. 
The bulletins above named have been distributed through 
the agencies of the passenger departments of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railway; of the El Paso and North 
Eastern Railroad; the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad; the 
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Southern*Pacific Railroad and the Colorado Southern Rail- 
road. These roads have rendered this Buréau most timely 
and efficient aid in this matter. Thousands of copies of these 
bulletins have been sent out by the Bureau and many others 
have been distributed by leading citizens in different sections 
of the Territory, as also by irrigation companies; mining 
companies, boards of trade, commercial clubs and similar 
organizations. Many complimentary letters have been re- 
ceived during the past two years upon the work of the Bu- 
reau, the preparation of these pamphlets, their neat appear- 
ance, their handy size and the valuable character of the in- 
formation they contain. These have been supplemented by 
the many newspaper comments of highly commendable 
character. From this itis concluded that the work of the 
Bureau is being appreciated by the public. Distribution of 
these bulletins was also made at the different congresses 
held during the years, 1901 and 1902. At these, the Bureau 
was represented by delegates; at the Pan-American Expasi- 
` tion at Buffalo, New York, and at the Charleston Interstate 
and West Indias Exposition at Charleston, South Carolina. 
Hon: L. B. Prince was the delegate from this Bureau to the 
Trans-Mississippi Congress, held during the year 1901, and 
distributed many hundreds of pamphlets and bulletins upon 
the resources of the Territory at the important gatherings. 
Mr. Ferdinand Lowenthal was the commissioner from the 
Bureau to the Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo, remain- _ 
ing there over two weeks and distributing about 5,000 bul- 
letins and pamphlets. ‚Mr. J. C. Gavin, of Raton, represent- 
ed the Bureau as its delegate at the Trans-Mississipi Con- 
gress in that year. He did excellent work for New Mexico 
then and there and also gave much attention to the distribu- 
tion of pamphlets and bulletins by this Bureau. The titles 
of the pamphlets distributed are: — “ ? 

“Horticulture and Agriculture in New Mexico” “Climate 
- is Fate;’’ “Mines:and Minerals of New Mexico;” “New Mex- 
ico;” “New Mexico Health Resorts,” and bulletins descrip- 
tive of each and every county in the Territory. 

Hundreds of copies of the report of the Governor of New 
Mexico to the Secretary of the Interior upon New Mexico 
affairs for the years 1900 and 1901 were also among the liter- 
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ature so distributed and given away at these congresses and 
expositions. Hundreds of copies of the publications of the 
Bureau have also been sent to the public libraries and educa- 
tional institutions in the principal cities and towns of the 
United States, where they are kept for reference and where 
this Bureau is informed they are proving of great interest 
“and benefit. 

The collection of -minerals, which the Bureau has been 
gathering for the past three years, was sent to the Charles- 
ton Exposition as a part of New Mexico’s exhibitand was then 
donated to the City of Charleston, as a part of the permanent. 
New Mexico exhibit in the City Hall there. 

The Bureau is now at work gathering mineral specimens 
from all sections of the Territory for the purpose of making 
a creditable exhibit at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition in 
1904, Mining men throughout the Territory are being ad- 
dressed and are asked for specimens to be sent to the Bureau. 
When received they will be labeled, carefully packed and 
arranged to be sent to St. Louis for the purpose above indi- 

cated. 

Much material information and data have been gathered 
for the purpose of printing bulletins and pamphlets to be 
distributed at the World’s Fair Exposition at St. Louis in 
1904; photographs are being obtained and cuts of the same are 
being made for the purpose of illustrating such pamphlets and 
* bulletins during the coming fiscal year as prescribed by the 
act of the Legislative Assembly; the bulletins are to be printed 
and to be ready for the opening of the exposition in May 1904. 
Every U. S. Senator and every member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the 57th congress have been furnished with 
complete sets of the publications of the Bureau Department, 
and Bureau officials at Washington have also been furnished 
thesame. State universities and college libraries have been 
treated in the same manner. . 

The correspondence of the Bureau is larger than ever be- 
fore and during the past two years, over 6,000 letters and ap- 
plications for information concerning the Territory have been 
received and promptly answered and in each case maps, bul- - 
letins and pamphlets, descriptive of New Mexico all contain- 
ing information upon the resources, conditions, climate, 
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inhabitants, public schools, mines, agriculture, horticulture, 
timber, stock, commercial, manufacturing and other. indus- 
trial interests have been prepared and sent to newspapers 
throughout the country, which have published them, thus 
giving New Mexico a great deal of the very best advertising 
atan inconsiderable expense, compared with the good this 
"has done the Territory. 

I am of the opinion that the time has come for the extension 
of the scope of the work of the Bureau. The gathering of 
statistics of all industrial, agricultural, horticultural, mining 
and labor matters should be made a part of the work and full 
authority for such work be given the Bureau by law. Such 
information carefully collected, arranged and published once 
a year would doubtless prove of great benefit to the Common- 
wealth and would be ‘in line with modern progress and 
ideas. j . , 

The appropriation of the Bureau for the coming fiscal year 
shauld be increased in order that the expected great demand 
for attractive literature at the St. Louis ‚Exposition may be 
made, in a proper and beneficial maaner. 

A stenographer should be provided for the Secretary, as 
the work in his office has reached such dimensions that this 
‘official, during the past two years has been compelled to em- 
ploy such stenographer and pay for this service out of the 
small salary allowed him by law. It is suggested that a Joint 
resolution by the 35th Legislative Assembly be passed, re- 
questing Delegate B. S. Rodey to procure the passage ofa 
resolution by Congress providing for the printing of 5,000 
copies of the Report of the Governor to the Secretary of the 
Interior for the year 1902, and to be distributed by this 
Bureau, as the demand for this very valuable publication is 
very great, and constantly growing. 

All indications point to the fact that owing to the efforts 
of the Bureau, more capitalists, healthseekers, tourists and 
homeseekers have come to New Mexico during the year 1901 
and 1902 than ever before in its history and that many per- 
sons, who finally made their permanent home in the Terri- 
tory were brought here by the information scattered broad- 
cast over the Union in the publications of.the Bureau. In 
addition the Bureau has sent specimens of minerals and of 
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agricultural products to the several congresses and !exposi- 
tions during the past two years, where they have attrac ted 
much attention and favorable comment, receiving many flat- 
. tering newspaper notices. 

The members of the Bureau are receiving no compensation 
but are only allowed traveling expenses upon actually attend - 
ing meetings of the Bureau. The appropriation for the 
maintenance of the Bureau being very limited, but very few 
meetings are held and during the past two years, but two 
meetings per annum have been convened. Inaddition to 
giving their services free, the members of the Bureau do 
considerable work in answering inquiries and letters, and 
forwarding the same to the Secretary, sending out bulletins 
and obtaining printed matter, and in gathering statistical 
and other information necessary and beneficial for the proper 
conduct of the affairs of the Bureau. Thousands of Bulletins 
have been distributed by the members of the Bureau and 
especial good work in that direction has been done by Hon. 
Granville Pendleton, vice president of the Bureau, who has 
spent hundreds of dollars during the past two years out of 
his own means, in advertising his home county, namely: 
San Juan. The members of the Bureau are certainly en- 
titled to the thanks of the people of the Territory for their 
unselfish labors for the advancement and prosperity of the 
people of the Territory. I have the honor to be, sir,
